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Section V.----- Water Supply. 


i); The water supplied to shipping is obtained from the mains of 
the Fowey Borough Council and pumped on board ships as required from 
pipes laid alongside the loading Jettles. The Fowey Water Undertaking 
is a rather complex one, consisting of the aggregate of a number of springs 
in the valley to the North of the town; and this has to be pumped up into 
various reservoirs on top of the hill in order to provide gravity feed 
for the higher residential levels. 

For many eens there has been an acute shortage of water in the 
summer months and it is quite clear that the Locak Authority will have to 
take some drastic steps to cope withe the situation, bothh from a long- 
term and a short term point of view. It is understood that talks are now 
in progress with the Ministry of Health as to the best way in which the 
difficulty can be overcome, At the time of writing it appears that the 
acheme most favoured is @ the intake of water from the river Fowey just 
above Lostwithiel, pumping up to a new reservoir at a high point about 
10 miles off on the Fowey - Bodmin road, and delivering from thence by 
gravity to the whole Fowey area. 


2), Bacteriological tests are carried out at regular intervals to 
assess the purity of the water and, as a rule, these are reported as 
“satisfactory for drinking purposes", In the early part of the year, how- 
-ever, the reports were "unsatisfactory", there being evidence of some 
degree of pollution, Therefore, until reports were again received as 


being "satisfactory", Masters of ships were advised to either boil or

chlorinate water taken in at Fowey.

The Sanitary Inspector goes through every ship soon after arrival 
and notes whether there are traces of an unusual number of rats. Baits 
and traps are laid as necessary. 

Rat carcases are sent at intervals to the Pathologist at Truro. One 
such carcase has been sent during the year and a negative report 
received, 

For deratting ships locally sulphur dioxide fumigation is available 
and the Sanitary Inspector has experience in carrying this out. The usual 
Fat-proofing methods are. carried out, but the number of land rats is 


infinitesimal as there are no food stores or granaries on the Jetties,.

There are now some oyster layings in the Fowey river between the 
loading Jetties and the village of Golant, midway between Fowey and 
Lostwithiel, and the shell-fish in question are now being marketed in 
London. Samples of water have been taken both over the actual beds 
and at the place where water is accustomed to be pumped into the purif- 
-ication tanks. Both chemical and bacteriological reports showed "heavy 
pollution with coiiform organisms and quite unsafe for oyster purific- 


=ation without treatment", The owner of the tanks has been informed 


accordingly and told of the necessity of chlorinating the water before
